By-law 1008 





A By-law to Provide for Expropriating, 
Entering Upon, Taking, and Using 
Real Property for the Purpose of 
Laying Down and Constructing and 
Maintaining a Pressurized Sanitary 
Sewer Main. 


WHEREAS Division (4) of Part XIII 
of the Municipal Act provides that Coun- 
cil, by its servants, may enter upon, and 
the Council may by by-law expropriate. 
break up, take, or enter into possession 
of and use any real or personal property 
within or without the municipality in any 
way necessary or convenient for any of 
the provisions mentioned in section 531: 

Whereas Council deems it expedient to 
expropriate certain lands lying within the 
municipality for the purpose of convey- 
ance and disposal of sanitary sewage: 

Therefore, The Corporation of the City 
of Duncan, in open meeting assembled, 
enacts as follows: 

1. For the purpose of laying down, 
constructing, and maintaining a pressur- 
ized sanitary sewer main within that part 
of Lot 8, Plan 7735, Section 16, Range 7, 
Quamichan District, lying 5 feet either 
side of a line, and the said line produced, 
drawn between points on the east and 
west boundaries of the said lot, distant 
southerly 133 feet and 117.3 feet re- 
spectively from the northeast and north- 
west corners thereof, is hereby expropri- 
ated, and The Corporation of the City of 
Duncan shall take possession of, break 
up, take, enter, and use such property 
for the purpose aforesaid upon this by-law 
taking effect, subject to the provisions of 
Division (4), Part XII, of the Municipal 
Act. 


2. The expropriation hereby made is 
in aid of laying down, constructing, and 


maintaining a pressurized sanitary sewer 
main, and any compensation and damages 
payable in respect thereof and otherwise 
consequent upon the passing of the by- 
law shall be chargeable to and payable 
out of the general funds of The Corpo- 
ration of the City of Duncan. 

3. Any real property injuriously af- 
fected by the carrying-out of the work 
of laying down, constructing, and main- 
taining a pressurized sanitary sewer main 
on the aforementioned property, and the 
expropriation therefore, may be entered 
upon by the workmen and employees of 
The Corporation of the City of Duncan 
or by any contractors employed by The 
Corporation to carry out the works, and 
they are hereby authorized so to enter in 
order to execute any works of construc- 
tion, maintenance, or repair in mitiga- 
tion of injury done or apprehended, or in 
mitigation of compensation claimable by 
reason of or through the carrying-out of 
the works authorized.

Excerpt From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Provy- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first 10 days of each Session, nor may

(c) copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 


(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
ae Clerk of the House the sum of 


(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first 10 days of the 
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Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be $600. If the Bill shall not 
pass second reading, one-half of the fees 
shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done.
